There has been considerable 
change in enrolment during the month, 
Altogether there were 157 names ad- 
ded to the enrolment during — the 
month, 115 in the primary department 
and 42 in other classes, This does 
not mean a het increase of 157 pupils

The number in the high school is 70 
for both March and April. This leaves 
for the month ef April a total of 1,711 
in the public schools.

| 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North. 
West Provinces exeeptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one. 
oe section, of 160 acres, more or 
ess, 


Application for homertead entry mnat 
he made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be m 
at any agency on _ certain 4 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend. 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram anch 
application is te have priority and the 
land will he held until the necessary pa- 
pers to coniplete the transaction are re 
ceived by mail, 

In case of “personation” of frand the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person, The applicant must 
be eligible fur homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
an individual until that application has 
heen disposed of, y 

Where an entry ia cancelled anhse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry, 
_ Applicant for cancellation must atate 
in what particulars the homesteader ie 
in default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar. 
ation of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per- 
form the duties under one of the follows 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six month’ residence upon 

and cultivation of the land in each year 
during the term of three yeara. 
(2) A homesteader may, if he so de 
sires, perform the required residence du« 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not less (han eighty (90) 
acres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a bomesteadar has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not less than sighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform bia own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or mother), . 

(4) she term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding ,aragraphe is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in ¢he measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form hia residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention.

© settler must give six months’ notice 

in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 

inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 

to do ea.

Coal.—Coal mining rights may be leas- 
ed for a period of twenty-one years at 
more than 2.500 acres shall be leased to 
one individual or company. A royalty 
at the rate of five cents per ton shall be 
dis op the merchantable coal min- 
Quartz.—-A_ person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered mineral 
in place, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 
feet.

At least $100 must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When $500 hae 
been expended or paid, the locator may,

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NO ALLIANCE FOR 
CHINA AND JAPAN 


But if it Were Formed it Weouid Not 
Imperil Peace of the World.—The 
Yellow Peril is Not Real. 


New York, May ‘i4.—His  Excel- 
leney Dr. Wu Ting-laog, Minister of 
China o the United States, delivered 


in Carnegie Hall at she tenth meet- 
inv cf the Civie Porwn an address on 
‘the Awakening of China,’ which 
many who heard regarded not only 
as enlightening and timely, but as 
perhaps the most important unofficial 
hessage voiecd within a decade from 
the Orient to the Ocveident, 

With broad scholarship and demo- 
eratie frankness, Dr. Wu Ting-fang 
discussed the so-called “yellow peril, 
China’s rapid growth as a military 
power and her equally rapid and re- 
markable progress in the direction of 
reviesentative government, ourodern 
education, and her approaching ema. 
cipation trom such ancient vices and 
barperie customs as opium  sinvking 
aud the binding of the feet of the wo- 
men and children, 

\t the close of his address Dr. Wa, 
whe was greeted with prolonged ap- 
plause, undertook to answer any ques: 
tions that might be asked pertinent to 
the subject Muny were sent up to 
the desk in writing and he replied to 
them promptly 

No Alliance With Japan. 

One of the most important questions 
ished was this: 

“As u result of China's awakening, 
vhat is the possibility of a defensive 
and offensive alhance between China 
and Japan, and would such an alli- 
mice result ina great struggle between 
the east and the west?” 

To this the Chinese Minister replieT 
without a moment’s hesitation: “ 1 do 
not think there is any probability of 
such an allianee in the immediate fu- 
ture; but, supposing that such an al- 
liance should ever come about, [do 


not think it would precipitate 4 
struggle between the East and the 
West, because, as I have already sail 
in my address, China is a peaceful 


nation.”” 
Another question was: What influ- 


enee is the awakening of China likely 
to have upon the similar awakening of 
the masses of India?”
